To His Excellency, Joun J. JACOB, 
Governor of West Virginia: 


Sm: The Regents of the State University respectfally'submit this 
their annual report for the college year ending June 20th, 1872, The 
Board comprises eleyen members, опе from each Senatorial district. Two 
of the Board go out of office every year, and their successors arc ap- 
pointed and commissioned by the Governor of the State. They repre~- 
sent every section, interest, and class of the people, and neither ask nor 
receive any pay for their services. The annual meeting is held in June 
in connection with the yearly examination of the classes, and the сот- 
mencement exercises of the University. A committee consisting of - 
the President of the Board and two other members, is also appointed.to 
visit the University during the Fall Term, to attend to whatever duties- 
may properly come before them, and from the reports, minutes, and 
other data of the annual meeting prepare this report. s 

THE UNIVERSITY | 

Has been known and named as such only three years, and but five years 
have passed since the enterprise of establishing it was undertaken. 

Those who are acquainted with the @ifficulties that beset the incipiency 
of such institutions, and the many failures and new departures whch 
mark their progress, will concur with us in acknowledging the good provi- 
dence which has been over this important interest, and which with such 
steadiness and rapidity has raised it to its present status. We refer you 
to preceding reports which recount the successive steps of that prog- 
ress, and especially to the last annual catalogue which accompanies and is 
a part of this Report. From the catalogue it will be seen that the 
courses of study in the several departments compare favorably with those 
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of the very hest of our American Colleges and Universities, while the 
recapitulation of students shows seventy-eight in the higher classes and. 
a thoroughly organized preparatory class of eight¥-one. This is for the 
last year. The present indicates quite an advance even on these figures; 
how much, it is impossible yet to say, but the senior class, which last year 
mumbered only four, this year numbers thirteen, and in all the depart- 
ments, during the Fall term alone, there is an increase of over forty stu- 


dents.

Our entire impression in regard to the present condition and future 
prospects of the Institution, under the direction of these gentlemen, is 
. ‘exceedingly favorable. They are able scholars, and faithful and earnest 
teachers, while the discipline they exercise is eminently mild and firm. 
We have the best reasons to believe and know that they devote them- 
selves with the greatest purity of motive and singleness of purpose, to 
the best interests of the Institution, studying how to make it a blessing 
‚$о the people and an honor tothe commonwealth. 


THE STUDENTS. 


Arein по respect inferior to similar classes in the older colleges of our coun- 

try. А large proportion of them are young шеп of mature mind and 
gsteady habits. Their bearing in the recitation room, in the rostrum, 

and in social intercourse is respectful, frank and manly. Such of us as 
were able to attend, were particularly pleased with their excellence in. 
scholarship and deportment as shown during the close and protracted ex~ 
aminations of commencement week. The fact that not a single serious 
case of discipline occurred during the past year, speaks volumes in behalf 
of both teachers and students. Coming, as they do, from all parts of 
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our State, and from adjoining States, and representing all shades of pos. > 
litical and religious belief, it is gratifying to observe the entire absence 
of sectarian influence and of partisan dictation, and the remarkable har- 
mony which, notwithstanding distinctive peculiarities, prevails among 
them. А laudable ambition seems to prevail to make West Virginia Uni- 
versity an honor to the State and a power for good in the mental and 
moral culture of its youth. If the scholarship, kindness, tact and prac- 
tical knowledge of men and of affairs shown by the President and his, 
coadjutors, are sustained by the continued zeal and interest of others of 
its friends, we may, with the greatest confidence, anticipate а continuance 
of its past and present prosperous career. 


PECULIAR ELEMENTS 


In the organization and life of the Institution, favor this hope. Its en- 
dowment is largely from the national Congress, the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute, the Patent Office, the Agricultural and other departments of the 
general government, are entitled to our warmest acknowledgment for 
the favors received from them. Especially is this due to the War De~ 
` partment, which has not only detailed an accomplished officer of the reg- 
ular army to take charge of the military education of the State cadets, 
and who, at small expense to the University, also acts as Professor of 
Mathematics, but which also, without cost for purchase or transportation, 
has supplied to the value of several thousand dollars, the most valuable 
and improved arms, together with ammunition and general ordnance and | 
ordnance stores, and is constantly making additions to these supplies for 
the use of cadets and students. 

We should also say that the State has in good faith complied with its part 
of the contract to “establish and maintain” such an institution as, in the 
language of the original act of Congress, would “promote the liberal and 
ptactical education of the people in the several pursuits and professions of 
life.” Knowing the limited income and the many demands upon it, of the 
State, the Regents have been careful in all cases to keep down their es- 
timates to the lowest possible figure. In consequence of this, the rela- 
tively small amounts asked for have been cheerfully appropriated by the 
Legislature, and thus we have been able’ to provide, іп good measure, 
for the growth and development of the University.’ Hence, from time 
to time, valuable additions have been made to the buildings, the library, 
the cabinets, the museum, and the special and general apparatus of the 
Institution, placing it where it may successfully compete with the best 
schools of the country. Especially have we thus been enabled to pro- 
vide for its growing wants, by the careful and gradual enlargement: of 
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„Ма Board of Instruction. We are profoundly impressed with the neces- 
sity of continuing this policy. If it is not done, our young men will seek 
in other States advantages denied to them at home. While to the State 
the amount required is inconsiderable, the gain to its educational and other 
interests is great. С 

Of the other favorable influences at work here, we shall only further 
note the unmistakable breadth and freedom, as well as the thoroughness 
of the culture which here obtains, and which is but seldom found even 
within college walls. The intimate and kindly association of young 
men from diffèrent sections, and of different sects and parties, in the earn- 
est and congenial fellowship of college work, not only expands the mind, 
but refines the feelings, corrects the judgment, and schools and elevates 
the whole man to a degree rarely found where either of the above influ- 
ences exclusively, or even largely, predominates. The same may be 
said, with equal truth, of the diverse and yet combined influence of a 
board of instruction similarly constituted, upon those coming under their 
charge. We can wish for the youth of the State, no selfish, narrow, or 


one-sided education. 
We respectfully, but urgently, submit through you, to the Legislature, . 


the duty of a liberal policy toward this Institution. What better or more 
productive investment can the State make than in the “liberal and prac- 
tical education of those who, in the several pursuits and professions of 
life,” are to wield her destinies hereafter? Itis a sacred duty she owes 
te her children and herself, to the nation and the world.

For contingent expenses, which include all contingent and uncertain 
or incidental expenses that cannot well be classified, including books and 
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stationery for State cadets, chemicals and materials used in the experi- 
ments and instructions in the several departments of physical science, 
fuel, oil, printing catalogues, programmes, reports, &c., and newspaper 
advertising, freights, postage, stationery, &c., the sum of twenty-five 
hundred dollars will be required. The amount expended under this head 
last year more ‘than equaled the above estimate, and the deficiency, after - 
-exhausting the State appropriation of $1,500, was supplied by ordering 
the sale of $3,100 in Virginia State bonds held as a part of the assets 
derived from the Monongalia Academy donation, and which were sold 
by the Treasurer since the June meeting of the Board, bringing at the 
highest market price in the East but about forty-four cents on the dollar, 
and the proceeds applied to the deficiency in contingent expenses. 

The constant additions to the literature of the age, consequent upon 
the improved means and methods of research, and the many discoveries 
in the scientific world, as well as the necessity of bringing and maintain- 
ing the College library up to the standard of scholarship which a State 
institution of the character of this requires, necessitate the purchase of 
many and often costly works. The sum of one thousand dollars is asked 
by the Library Committee, to be expended in the purchase of books, 
maps and charts. We do not вее how they could ask less, or карр 
much with a smaller appropriation. 

The growing prestige of the University; its large increase of students 
‘in the higher classes; its comprehensive courses of study so far estab- 
Jished ; its mental and moral discipline, administered by able and expe- 
rienced Professors, aided by such appliances as the ‘libraries, apparatus, 
<abinets, collections; &c., now in use, and all furnished at little more 
than nominal cost, is surely ample remuneration for the relatively small 
expenditure the State has so far made. But we cannot afford to stop 
here. Hereafter, as in the past, there must be expansion. Much has 
been accomplished. The next direction in which progress seems to be 
especially desirable, is in relation to 


AGRICULTURE AND ITS RELATED INTERESTS. 


Prof. William M. Fontaine, of Hanover county, Va,, who graduated 
Master of Arts from the University of Virginia, in 1859, and who, in 
addition to several years’ experience as a practical educator, has devoted 
‘some time to study in his own specialty in the German Universities, has 
- been called to the chair of “ Agriculture, Chemistry and Natural Histo-~ 

ry.” Не comes to us with the highest recommendations of skill in, and. 
‚ devotion to the studies especially entrusted to him, and has already en- 
& tered upon his work with the greatest satisfaction to all concerned. It 
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is due to him, however, and to those who seek instruction from him, as 
well as to the national government, which contemplated agriculture as a 

leading subject in the schools established by it, that he should be provided 

as soon аз possible with the means and appliances of thorough work in 

his department. A small amount expended in a practical laboratory, and 

in the apparatus required for analysis, and the addition of a few acres of 
ground in which practical experiments in horticulture, agriculture, and 
related subjects could be carried on, are simply indispensable to the proper 
equipment and working of his chair. Weare glad to say that several of 
the students desire to become especially expert in those branches which 

belong to the intelligent management of al] that relates to the farm, and 

tends to elevate and dignify the culture of the soil. Instead of blindly 

and laboriously drudging on in antiquated ruts, they. wish to become 

alert, intelligent observers, able to understand and to unlock the secrets of 
nature, and wield her forces at their pleasure—in short, to become truly 
scientific and thoroughly practical farmers. The Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington is willing and even anxious to liberally assist in 

this direction, but the State must first do its part in opening up the way 
for the attainment of these important results. The lowest estimate for 
apparatusindispensable to this department, is four hundred dollars. For а 
laboratory of suitable size and construction, fifteen hundred dollars would 
be sufficient. From ten to thirty acres of land of fair quality, adjoining or 
near the University property, and suitable for agricultural experiments, 

can be had for about four thousand dollars, the smallest sum fixed by the 
unanimous vote of the Board. 

” As yet little, comparatively, has been done toward improving and 
adorning the grounds around the school building, except by the “volun= 
teer labor corps.” А plan should be procured from a competent and repu- 
table landscape gardener and architect, who would have to visit the grounds 
in person for that purpose; and all improvements, planting trees and shrub- 
bery, making walks, grading, walling, terracing, and erection of new 
buildings, should be conducted upon such a plan. Otherwise we shall prob- 
ably be confronted some years in the future, with a disjointed collection of 
buildings, and with scattered and incoherent displays of landscape gar- 
dening, all wanting in that unity and congruity which is incompatible 
with an attempt to combine varying and varied tastes without an au- 

thoritative plan. An unsightly stable, much out of repair, greatly disfig- 
ures the grounds, from its location in a too conspicuous place. Its те- 
moval, and the erection of a new one in a more retired and quite as con- 
venient a position, have been delayed from year to year by the Board for 
want of means. An appropriation of one thousand dollars would be 
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sufficient to procure a suitable plan for improyiug the grounds and com- 
mencing that work, and for removing the stable and erecting a new one 
with necessary conveniences. - 


COLLEGE HALL, | 


A large building now used аз a boarding hall, and accommodating about 
forty boarders, with rooms for professors and students, drill room, сара- 
cious cellars, laundry, &c,, greatly needs some repairs, chiefly to the roof, 
windows, doors and floors Asa measure of economy, the sum of one 
thousand dollars should be expended in these repairs with as little delay 
as possible. The Superintendent of Grounds and Buildings is of opin- 
ion that this sum would be sufficient. 


THE ARMORY, 

For which an appropriation of $2,500 was made last winter, is in course 
of construction, and under contract to the extent of that appropriation ; 
but owing to an enlargement of its dimensions, which was made песев- 
sary by the addition of a considerable quantity of ordnance and ordnance 
stores to those already on hand, the cost of completing it after the plan 
gratuitiously furnished by ће War Department, has been increased about 
one thousand dollars. If this sum shonld not be appropriated, it will 
leave the building uncompleted, but fully protected from the weather. 

As the property furnished by the national government and necessary 
for instruction in the military department, and for which the University 
is responsible, exceeds in value many times the amount necessary to com- 
plete the building, it is to be hoped no delay will prevent an early com- 
pletion of the building in all its parts. It will be of brick, two stories. 
in height, twenty-eight by forty-four feet (28x44), with slate roof, tur- 
rets and trimmings of stone, and will be fire proof. It will be ample for 
all future wants of the Military Depa-tment of the University. 

A pressing want which has long been felt, but which has never been 
presented to the Legislature heretofore, owing to the many other claims. 
upon the treasury, but which can no longer be ignored, is that of suita» 
ble school room furniture. No appropriation has ever been made for 
this purpose. The furniture now in use is principally such as was for 
. many years in service in the academy formerly located in this place, and 
is entirely unworthy the character of the Institution. It is antiquated, 
and not at all adapted to the wants of the University. The sum of 
eight or ten hundred dollars would fit up the new hall with оры, 
and comfortable furniture. 

The sum of $125 heretofore appropriated for insurance, is СРЕ 
апа should be doubled in amount. The valuable cabinets, museums, 
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library and apparatus, to say nothing of the buildings, should be kept con- 
stantly insured in substantial companies. 

The sum of $500 allowed for expenses of Regents, is not. sufficient for: 
even one full meeting of the Board and the meeting of the special com~ 
mittee to attend the fall examinations and prepare the annual report. It 
should be increased about one hundred dollars. 

The total sum asked for, to be expended during the current school year, i is 
hardly up to the average of annual appropriations heretofore made. Inview 
of the fact that the Legislature will meet in biennial sessions only hereafter, 
it will be necessary to provide for the expenses of the college year ending 
June 20, 1874, which will be, for salaries, $4,380 ; contingent expenses, 
$2,500 ; Regents’ expenses, $450; insurance, $250; and with suitable ap~ 
propriations for the library, apparatus, repairs and improvements, would 
not exceed ten thousand dollars. 


CONCLUSION. 


~ In conelusion, permit us to hope that liberality and sagacious statesr 
manship may characterize the future legislation which shall be devised by 
the servants of the people for this crowning educational interest, which is 
now committed, through you, to their fostering care.

Report of President. 


То the Board of Regents of West Virginia University : 


GENTLEMEN :一 The act of Congress entitled “Ап act donating public 
lands to the States which may provide colleges for the benefit of agrical- 
ture and the mechanic arts,” was approved by the President on the 2d day of 
July, 1862. Its conditions were accepted, and an act passed by the Leg- 
islature of West Virginia establishing such an institution, on the 7th day 
of February, 1867. Ata meeting of the Board of Regents appointed 
according to the provisions of said act, held June 26th, 1867, a Board of 
Instruction was in part elected, the President of the College inaugurated, 
and arrangements made for the more formal opening of the Institution 
on the 2d day of September, 1867. = 

It із а cause for profound gratitude that during the brief period that 
ћаѕ since elapsed, the course of the Institution from very small begin- 
nings has been steadily onward, notwithstanding many hindrances 
‘and difficulties known to those who have had to struggle with and 
overcome them. At an early period of its history it was, by an act of 
the Legislature, designated as the “West Virginia University.” At the 
same and each subsequent session, appropriations were made to enlarge 
its resources and defray its expenses. In addition to buildings otherwise 
provided, the fine “ University Hall” has been erected, and in good part 
furnished with the various appliances of educational work. А small 
but accomplished and thoreughly devoted Board of Instruction has been 
maintained, and from all parts of the State and from several of the ad- 
joining States a most excellent body of young men has been attracted 
to its halls as students. Already in its various departments have nearly 
five hundred students been enrolled and made partakers of its benefits. 
dts power as a means of supplying our free schools with a much needed 
and well qualified body of teachers, i is being felt far and near. The num- 
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ber in its higher classes this year is larger than during the fofmer or any 
preceding year. Founded and endowed in part by the nation and in 
part by the State; the recipient of benefactions from individuals, восіех 
ties and other institutions, independent of party, sect or locality, it is 
believed to deserve, and in an unusual measure to enjoy, the confidence of 
all who have become acquainted with the thorough instruction, the ex- 
cellent discipline and high standard of culture here established. and'main- 
tained. 

The annual catalogue published according to law, a copy of which 
(marked A) accompanies and constitutes a part of this Report, shows at 
large and with considerable minuteness the organization and present 
state of the University. Dr. J. J. Stevenson, having accepted a chair in 
the University of the City of New York, resigned his position of Profes- 
sor of Chemistry and Natural History in this Institution at the begin- 
ning of the Christmas recess. By arrangement of the Faculty, the classes 
formerly taught by him were placed under the instruction of Prof. S. G. 
Stevens. This requires the employment of additional aid in other de- 
partments. These changes in the Board of Instruction are one of the 
worst and most frequent disadvantages under which the University has 
labored. I desire with all earnestness again to call your attention to the 
main remedy for this, suggested in a former report, апі réferred to in. 
‘your own report to the Governor, of last year. 

The Executive Committee having, pursuant to your order; appointed 
Rev. John W. Scott, D. D., LL.D., as acting Professor of Ancient Lan~ 
guages and their Literature, and George W. Glover, A. M., as acting 
Professor of: History, Political Economy and Belles Lettres, and as- 
sistant in the Preparatory Department, these gentlemen entered upon 
their duties at the beginning of the fall term, and with great diligence 
and efficiency have discharged the same until the present time. I re- 
commend their election to the chairs respectively filled by them. Ї also 
hope it may bein your power to promptly fill the chair made vacant by 
Prof. Stevenson’s resignation. In respect te this, allow me to say, there: 
should be a special regard had to a knowledge of and taste and 
fitness for instructions in subjects directly related to agriculture, 
such as agricultural chemistry and practical experimeuts in farm- 
ing. It is not designed: by this to recommend expensive and unprof- 
itable operations. An addition of ten or fifteen, or at most twenty acres 
to the grounds already possessed, would furnish all the facilities required ia 
this direction. The demands of the age, the obligations under which we 
are placed to'the national Congress, which has furnished funds for this 
special purpose, and the duty we owe to our patrons and pupils, some of’ 
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whom have been anxious to secure more direct instruction in this special 
direction, all conspire to remind us of the claims of this important de- 
partment of the University. With many and such urgent demands upon 
the limited resources of the University, it was impossible to undertake all 
its work at once. Now that such a good beginning has been made іп 
other directions, every consideration renders it imperative to more fully 
organize and provide for the important interests primarily contemplated 
in the act of Congress. Having formerly called your attention to the 
matter, I wiil only further say that every year serves to enhance the con- 
siderations already presented. There are indeed some special reasons 
why it should be the chief consideration with you at your present meet- 
ing. In this connection I may say it would be well to order that when 
present contracts expire, the services of some one should be secured who 
would spend all his time on the improvement of the grounds and in the 
care of the buildings, with reference to making the grounds remunerative 
or to lessen the cost of board to students. Permit me respectfully to call 
your atention to the very full course of study and instruction provided 
in the catalogue for each department of the University. Тһе reports 
of the Professors herewith presented, (marked B.*) will show how ex- 
haustively -and thoroughly the whole has been taught. The gentle- 
men in your service as Professors, have not done and are not capable of 
doing any superficial or second-rate work. It gives me special pleasure 
to report that as hitherto, so still their efforts have been nobly seconded 
by the young gentlemen who have been the subjects of instruction and 
discipline. > As a class, itis net too much to say that our students have 
‘been diligent, self-controlled and gentlemanly, to a degree that is seldom 
equaled and can hardly be exceeded. This has been in good part at- 
tained by able and honest work in the recitation and lecture rooms, by ef- 
forts to strengthen a sense of right and the influence of proper motives, 
and by reposing а just confidence in the honor of the student. Where 
‘the fairest trial has failed to develop the elements of scholarship and 
manhood, unhesitatingly and without regard to persons, those who seem 
disposed to do no good and who might possibly exert an evil influence on 
others, have been removed from the Institution. Iam glad to say that 
only one case of this kind has transpired during the past year. 

The Faculty are of the opinion that it would be well hereafter, to omit 
the study of Greek on the part of those who may bs preparing to enter 
the Scientific Department of the University, and of both Greek and 
Latin when the student desires only to graduate in the Agricultural De-

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partment TI trust it may be your pleasure to concur with these recom- 
mendations, and thereby place the advantages of those important schools. 
of instruction more easily within reach of such as have no taste, or r think. 
they have no time for the study of these languages. 


I present herewith, the report of the Librarian, (marked C.). It will . 


be seen from this, that including those not previously reported, there have 
been 694 volumes added to the Library during the past year. Many of 
these are costly and valuable works; valuable to both students and рго-. 
fessors. І trust that in the condition of the room and its shelves, you: 
will see that former expenditures have been wisely made, and that a con- 
tinuance of the small appropriation desired by Capt. Pierce is fully justi- 
fied. The gifts of John A. Dille, Mrs. Е. В. Wilson, Hon. Т. L. Harri-~ 
son, and others, to the Library, are worthy of special notice. The- 
museum has also been enriched by donations from various parties, and. 
especially from the Smithsonian Institute. 

Nine boxes, containing about 1000 models for illustration in agricùl- 
ture and the mechanic arts, in mining, engineering, naval and military 
affairs, &c., &c., have been obtained from the Patent Office, and appropri- 
ately arranged on the shelves of the room assigned for that purpose. 
These were carefully selected with great good taste and judgment by 
Capt. Pierce, who, at my request, undertook and has carried through this. 
business. They constitute an almost invaluable acquisition to the re~- 
sources of the University. 

There have also been received from the War Department during the past 
year, about $5000 worth of ordnance and ordnance stores. The arms: 
and equipments are all of the most improved modern construction. 
Your attention isinvited to the suitable expenditure of the appropriation 
made at the last session of the Legislature for the erection of an armory 
at this place. The report of Capt. Pierce, Commandant of Cadets, is 
subjoined, (marked D). In it are several matters deserving of your at~ 
tention, especially those relating to the importance of more promptly 
filling vacancies аз they occur in the Corps of Cadets. The allowance- 
made at your last méeting for apparatus, has been expended. in procuring: 
for the Department of Astronomy and Physics a Smithsonian barometer,. 
by Green, of New York; a sextant, by Crichton, of London, and a clock 
with zinc compensation, by E. Howard & Co., of Boston. There is also 
in process of construction, а seven~foot telescope, by John Byrne, of New 


York. This will be equatorially mounted, with right ascension and · 


declination circles, and is guaranteed as a first class instrument in every 
respect. These articles have been procured under the special direction 
and déversight of S. G. Stevens, Professor in charge. I call your atten-

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tion to his remarks about a Physical Laboratory, and recommend you 
make the change in regard to meteorology which he suggests. 

In addition to the generous donation through Dr. Barnas Sears, agent 
of the “Peabody Fund,” to aid those who are qualifying themselves for 
higher usefulness as teachers, and the fund contributed by Gen. G. W. 
Brown, for the encouragement of literary societies, I have the pleasure of 
announcing that Hon. H. K. List has, with characteristic liberality, dona- 
ted to the University $200 per annum, to assist necessitous and promising 
young men who are preparing themselves for greater usefulness іп spe~ 
cial kinds of work. 

‘One hundred dollars of this has been already received and equally 
divided between two entirely deserving beneficiaries. І should also state 
that there are others who are being aided by different parties and from dif 
ferent directions, for the same end. 

І trust, in your examination of all the work and condition of the Uni- 
versity, you will be satisfied that those to whom you have entrusted its 
interests have not been inattentive to those interests, and that the Institu- 
tion deserves, and is largely securing the generous confidence of all who 
become acquainted with its merits. 

Experience has shown that the Executive Committee, as at present 
constituted, is too large. Its meetings have been attended with no 
small inconvenience to some of its members, and at times it has been im- 
possible to get a quorum ќо do business. A committee of three, or 
at most five members, would be more efficient. In any case, itis de- 
sirable to have men on it who are earnestly in sympathy with, and have 
some personal knowledge of the inner workings of college life. Would 
it not be well, also, to appoint a committee of your own number, who 
shall be especially expected to be present -at every, or at least the 
annual, examination of the classes? It seems to me also exceedingly 
desirable that a committee of your body should visit the University 
during the Fall Term, when the annual report might be prepared 
and forwarded to the Governor of the State. While matters were 
yet in their infancy here, so much personal attention was hardly necessary- 
Now thatthey are assuming a magnitude and importance scarcely second 
to any one single interest of the commonwealth, is it too much to expect 
that those entrusted with such great responsibilities, should directly and 
by more careful personal observation than can be had by а single burried 
visit once per year, keep well advised as to what is being done and how, 
and give such immediate aid and counsel as would greatly facilitate the 
quiet, steady and still larger prosperity of this great undertaking? 

Messrs. John H. Drabell, A. Elza McLane, Benjamin W. Smith and 
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Israel С. White, having, with great credit to themselves, and to the 
entire satisfaction of the Faculty, completed the full course of study in 
the Literary Department of the University, are, by vote of the Board 
of Instruction, recommended as suitable persons to receive the degree 
of “ Artium Baccalaureus.”

Report of Military Department.

- President of West Virginia University: 


Sır: I have the honor to submit the following report of the Military 
Department, for the year ending June 20, 1872. 


The State Cadets have been carefully and systematically exercised in 
the tactics of the different schools of the service, during the entire year; 
owing to the limited extent of the organization, it has been impos- 
sible, however, to illustrate practically, either brigade or battalion move- 
ments. 

learnestly recommend an increase of the corps; comparatively little 
additional expense would accrue to the State, while the benefit of the 
‘drill would be more than doubled. 

Hitherto the chief item of outlay has been in the way of ПЕТ ; 
the majority of the works оп hand being in a good state of preservation, 
the wants of a much greater number of cadets could be supplied by the 
occasional purchase of a few volumes to replace those worn out. Early 
in the year, the government at Washington donated, upon requisition, 
ordnance and ordnance stores, to the value of nearly five thousand dollars, 
for the special benefit of the Military Department. This generous gift 
included two light twelve pounder guns, and fifty breech-loading mus- 
‘kets, cadet model, with full equipments; sufficient to arm a company of 
twice the present size. 

A greater number in the ranks would render the corps far more impos- 
ing, and, consequently, add interest and importance to the drill. I trust. 
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that the organization may be made more complete and effective by 
additional appointments at as early а date as possible. 


Owing to limited space in the drill hall, (a considerable portion of the 
reom being required for the safe storage of the new ordnance, in the ab- 
sence of a suitable armory,) it did not seem practicable to organize a com- 
pany from the University classes. It is, moreover, my settled opinion, 
based upon several years experience in the discipline of troops, that but 
little benefit can result from an attempt to inspire ununiformed recruits with- 
any degree of martial pride, the endless variety of color and style in citi- 
zens’ clothing becoming rather a sourceof mortification, when made con- 
apicuous by being arrayed in the trappings of a-soldier. The matter of 
uniform should have been made compulsory, it seems to me, from the bes 
ginning. Аз itis, many of our young men come to college, supplied with 
all the clothing that their scanty means will permit; under such circum- 
stances, it amounts to injustice to require them to incur the additional 
expense of a uniform. 

Besides, it can scarcely be expected that separate organizations, for 
identical purposes, will prosper equally, when one enjoys privileges ang 
emoluments which are denied the other. 

І therefore recommend a discontinuance of the rule requiring students 
ef the University classes other than State cadets, to drill; and that here- 
after, such service be made entirely optional. 


The present allowance to cadets is evidently too small., Jt would be 
wise, I think, to grant them the additional consideration of a uniform 
each year; while the State would scarcely feel the increased demand, 
much would be gained in the way of thorough discipline, by placing the. 
corps under a sense of substantial obligation. There have been pur- 
chased for the use of cadets during the year, text books and stationery to. 
the value of seven hundred and eighty-five dollars and fourteen cente 
($785.14). Accurate vouchers for items are in the hands of the Secre- 
tary of the Executive Committee. These are obtained upon written. 
orders signed by the Adjutant and approved by myself at the close of 
each term; all books, so issued, are earefully collected and preserved for 
future use in the University. © 


Since my last report, the Legislature has, I understand, appropriated 
the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500.00), specifically for the 
erection of an armory building, to be constructed after а plan which wilt 
be furnished by the War Department of the general government.

- бк: Ihave the honor to submit the following report of the Library, 
for the academic year ending June 20, 1872. 

- Constant effort has been made during the year, to render this import- 
ant feature of the University attractive to the general class of students; 
аб the same time, due care has been exercised in selecting books of a 
standard character in all departments of useful knowledge. As English 
Literature is included in the course of study, it seemed necessary to des 
vote aconsiderable portion of the appropriation to procuring works of 
old authors, with a view to a more complete appreciation of that branch 
of instruction. Such deficiences having been supplied, greater latitude 
will be afforded hereafter for the exercise of taste In selection. I віп 
cerely trust that the Honorable Board of Regents will continue their 
appropriations with even increased liberality, to the end that our shelves 
may be constantly freshened with the substantial literature of the day. 
In my opinion, five or six hundred dollars devoted annually to this pur- 
pose would work wonders in the culture and general progress of the 
young men who attend the Institution. 

It affords me sincere pleasure to state, that the sums already expended 
have produced legitimate fruits, in a greatly inreased number of con- 
utant readers among the students. Two years ago, comparatively few 
manifested any interest in the direction of general literature; at present, 
no less than fifty of onr young men are included in the list of subscribers 
to the Library. 
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Since last commencement, much has been done to beautify the room 
and to assist in the distribution of books; a handsome frescoe paper has 
been placed upon the walls and ceiling; a neat and substantial wooden rail- 
ing has been built in front of the shelves, thercby preventing much confu~ 
sion aud unnecessary bandling of the volumes; an accurate catalogue has 
been compiled in duplicate, and the works classified as closely as circum- 
stances would permit; an elegant chandelier, the gift of Hon. John A. 
Dille, adds greatly to the general finish and effect; a fine steel engraving, 
entitled the “Declaration of Independence,” generously bestowed, with 
its heavy rosewood frame, by Mrs. E. B. Wilson, adorns the walls; a 
rope matting upon the floor, together with several office chairs, goes far 
towards making the Library, as it undoubtedly should be, a comfortable, 
pleasant place of resort. 

Under the appropriation made by the Board of Regents at their last 
annnal meeting, the following volumes have been purchased Accurate 
vouchers for items of expenditures are in the hands of the Secretary of 
the Executive Committee. Number of volumes, 334. (For want of 
room, the list of books is omitted in printed report). 

Many of these works are exceedingly rare and expensive. All pur- 
chases were made through Mr. A. W. Lorentz, Treasurer of the Uni- 
versity, at an average discount in favor of the Library of 25 per cent. 
from the retail prices. 

Under а previous appropriation, the following works, not heretofore 
mentioned, were added to the Library (list а. Number of vol- 
umes, 79. 

The following volumes have been donated during the year (list omitted). 
Number of volumes, 281. Making a total of volumes added during the 
year, including those not previously reported, 694. 

By vote of the Faculty, all money received as fees trom students, 
was passed to the exclusive benefit of the University Reading ‘Room; 
consequently there are no funds from tbat source in my hands. Ав the 
library is intended for the special use of the Faculty and students, it has 
seemed inadvisable to encourage outside subscriptions. Ten dollars, the 
entire sum in hand fr от citizens, was applied in part payment for the 
railing to which reference has been made.

Your Executive Committee submit the following report for the year 
ending this day: | 


The receipts from tuitions have been $2,103, being an increase of $157 
over last year. This amount represents a greater average attendance 
than ever before, although the aggregate of students is not quite equal 
‘to that of last year The receipts from the endowment have been $6,125, 
and from rent of boarding hall, $400, and from State appropriations of 
all kinds, and sale of $5,000 U. S. bonds (five twenty’s), $30,321.04, 
making a total of receipts during the scholastic year of $38,949.04. The 
State appropriations made during the last fiscal year, which does not 
coincide with our school year, have been as follows: 


For payment of debt contratced for buildings and due to endowment 
fund, $10,000; current expenses, $3,180; armory building, $2,500; ap- 
paratus, $600 ; and expenses of Board of Regents and insurance, $475; 
-making a total of $16,755. These sums have all beea drawn from the 
‘State treasury except the item for armory building and $350 for expenses 
of Regents.

The difference in the above balance from that reported by the Treas— 
urer arises from an order for $75, drawn by the Committee, not having; 
yet been presented by the holder for payment. 

The appropriation of $10,000 to repay the like sum borrowed from: 
the endowment for building purposes was drawn from the State treasury 
with the intention of investing it at once in government bonds, but the- 
Committee not feeling willing to pay the high premium, which materially 
increased before the money was received, deposited the same temporarily- 
with the Merchants National Bank of this place at four per cent. The 
money awaits your order for investment. 

No arrangements for building the armory have been made, and the sum 
appropriated for that purpose is still in the State treasury. Work should 
be commenced on the building as soon as possible, as additional arms 
and ordnance are about to be entrusted to our care and for purposes of 
military drill and instiuction, by the national government. 


The amount. due or to became due оп the 15th of July on account of 

< вајагіев, will be $4,915, and the amount of July interest on bonds will be- 
a little over $3,000, leaving a deficit of about $1,900. This arises from. 
the expenses for printing and advertising, books and stationery for cadets,. 
and miscellaneous expenses, exceeding the estimates upon which the 
Legislative appropriations were made. The item for books for cadets 
is larger than it will probably ever be again, as the corps is now supplied. 
with books for each year of the college course, and they are carefully 
preserved as property of the Institution and future expenditures will be 
chiefly repairing losses from inevitable wear and tear. During the year 
the sum of $3000 in Virginia State bonds with interest thereon trom: 
1861, have been converted into new bonds, as will more fully ар- 
pear by reference to the Treasurer’s report. If a sale of these bonds. 
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were made, which in view of their constant depreciation it would веет ， 
good policy to make, the proceeds would nearly make up the deficit іп 
salaries. 

A large number of Patent office models, at an expense not exceeding 
$150 for freights and the expenses of Capt. Н. Н. Pierce, who was detailed. 
to select them, have been procured from ‘Washington, and provided with 
suitable cases and shelves. ‘They constitute a valuable and important 
addition to the department of mechanics. 

The act to prevent dealings with students upon credit, which was ens 
acted last winter upon your suggestion, has already been productive of 
the happiest results, and its wisdom will be evinced more and more by 
its practical operations. 

The Committee must beg to renew very urgently. their former expres- 
sions of the great necessity for the purchase of additional lands, and the 
giving of greater attention and more time to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. This interest was a prominent one in the minds of the framers of 
the act of Congress granting land or script for the endowment of State 
colleges of this class, and a failure to give that attention and considera~ 
tion to it which its importance demands, may be followed by serious res 
sults, either in withholding contemplated aid or in depriving us of that 
already granted. 

In pursuance of authority confirmed by your body, the Committee filled 
the chairs of Ancient Languages, and of History, Political Economy and 
Belles Lettres, after giving due notice by advertising, by electing Rev. 
John W. Scott, D. D. LL. D., to the former, and Geo. N. Glover, A. M., 
to the latter chair, as acting professors. These gentlemen have given en- 
tire satisfaction, and we know of no reason why they should not be pers 
manently elected to their respective chairs, 

The vouchers and accounts for all expenditures allowed by the Сот. 
mittee are on file in the office of the Secretary, and are ready for your 
examination and inspection. Я

1 beg léave to submit the following report of the state and condition 
of the treasury of the University: 

On assuming the office of Treasurer, on the 16th day of June last, 1 
found among the assets of the University, two Virginia State bonds, 
amounting in aggregate to three thousand dollars, with interest due from 
July, 1861, issued to the Trustees of Monongalia Academy. Оп applica- 
tion to the second Auditor's office of the State of Virginia, I learned 
that these bonds were still credited on the books of that office to the 
parties to whom they were originally issued, no legal transfer having 
been made tothe University. After some delay and much trouble, I sue- 
ceeded in calling a meeting of the former trustees of the Academy and se- 
cured the necessary action on their part to have the bonds transferred. 
This being done, after consulting the chairman and other members of the 
Executive Committee, it was thought best, with a view to the future nego- 
gotiation of said bonds, to have them funded according to the proe 
vision made by the Legislature of Virginia for that purpose. І now 
therefore hold in lieu of the three thousand ($3,000) dollars, old bonds. 
thirtysone hundred ($3,100) dollars in new bonds, bearing date July 1 
1871, and a certificate of indebtedness for fifteen hundred and fifty 


-($1,550) dollars, bearing same date. І have collected as part payment 


of the interest on old bonds, one hundred and cighty ($180) dollars, and 
also on the new bonds, forty two .($42) dollars, being an instalment ef 
two per cent. of the interest due Jannary, 1872; a further instalment of 
dike amount will be received July, 1872.

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It will be seen from the action of the last Legislatnre of Virginia, 
{for information on this subject, see communication from second Auditor 
of Virginia, accompanying this report,) that the new securities held by 
the University are in equal value to the old, and in much better shape 
for negotiation, should it be the pleasure of your Honorable Board to 
order the sale of the same. And in view of the immediate pressing 
wants of the University, I respectfully suggest the propriety of disposing 
of them to the best advantage; the proceeds to be applied to meet the
